CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 

IN the senate. on the 28th. during a nine-hour 
sesssion, all the remaining sections of the tariff 
billsave two were disposed of. An omnibus 
motion by Mr. Hill to strike out all the sections 
relating to the income tax was defeated—23 to 
40. An amendment offered by Mr. Aldrich to 
make the tax of $1.10 a gallon on distilled spir- 
its apply on the passage of the act (instead of 
two months afterward) was agreed to without 
a division In the house, after the morning 
hour, the bill previding for the admission of 
New Mexico as a state was passed without a 
division, and the bill authorizing the erection 
of a hall of records was taken up. 

IN the senate, on the 29th, consideration of 
the tariff bill in committee of the whole was 
concluded, and the bill, as amended, was re- 
ported to the senate and ordered printed The 
joint resolution extending the appropriations 
thirty days was passed and sent to the presi- 
dent In the house the contested election 
case of Watson against Black. from the Tenth 
district of Georgia, was decided in favor of the 
sitting member. Among the measures passed 
was a joint resolution for the printing of £00,000 
copies of the report of the secretary of agricul- 
turefor the consideration of private pension 
and relief bills. 

THE senate was not in session on the 30th 
In the house, after objection had been 
made to the consideration of various bills by 
unanimous consent, committees were called 
for reports, and the readjustment of salaries 
and allowances of postmasters at Guthrie and 
Kingfisher, Okla., was taken up, but with- 

rawn without action. Twenty-nine pension 
and desertion bills were passed, and the senate 
amendments to the house bill fixing and defin- 
ing the units of metrical measurements were 
concurred in. 

IN the senate, on the 2d, the amendments to 
the tariff bill, agreed to in committee of the 
whole, occupied almost the entire session—the 
great mass of them (those on which no special 
votes were called for) being agreed to in bulk. 
An amendment offered by Mr. Hill, making the 
repealof the sugar bounty take effect on the 
passage of the act, was agreed to. The sugar 
schedule was then passed without further 
amendment. The railroad troubles inthe west 
were the subject of two resolutions bearing on 
the question of federal authority in the matter 
of moving trains...... In the house a resolution 
directing the commissioner of labor to in- 
vestigate and report upon the conditions attend- 
ing the employment cf women and children, 
their wages, sanitary surroundings and cost of 
living, was passed. 





PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

EMPEROR WILLIAM, in memorium of 
M. Carnot’s funeral, pardoned the two 
French lieutenants, Malevas and 
d’A gony, recently arrested for spying 
on German fortifications. 

Two MILLION people witnessed the 
procession of. the Carnot funeral cor- 
tege to Notre Dame and the Pantheon 
on the Ist. 

REQUIEM services in honor of the late 
M. Carnot were held, on the Ist, in 
most of the leading cities of Europe, 
and were attended by the French diplo- 
mats stationed in the various cities. 
Memorial services were also held in 
New York and Washington, 

THE national administration, on rep- 
resentation of the railways. has ap- 
pointed Edwin Walker, attorney of the 
St. Paul road, to assist United States 
Attorney Milchrist. at Chicago, in pros- 
ecuting offenders against the postal 
laws. 

On the morning of the 2d Prof. Dean, 
of Oxford (England) university, was 
found dead in his bed, having died dur- 
ing the night of apoplexy 

JupGEs Woop and Grosscup, of United 
States district court for the northern 
district of Ilinois—which also includes 
the greater portion of Indiana and Wis- 
consin—on the 2d issued an injunction 
restraining al] strikers, their friends, 
sympathizers and those whom they may 
incite from interfering inany way with 
the transmission or with anv inter-state 
traffic. either passenger or freight. 

On the 2d the senate passed the sugar 
schedule practically as it was adopted 
in committee of the whele. 

On the 2d Judge Winde, of Chicago, 
entered a degree presented to him by 
the United States district attorney 
with the consent of the Gas trust, the 
effect of which is to absolutely dissolve 
the trust and compel the gas companies 
and individuals interested in the trust 
to operate their interests seperately. 

In the New York tax list, recently 
completed, the estate of W. H. Vander- 
bilt is assessed at $8,000,000, and that of 
Jay Gould at $10,000,600. 


On the 2d brokers MeCarthy and 
Chapman, who refused to answer ques- 


tions before the Sugar investigating 
committee were arraigned in court at 
Washington. 





CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

EARLY on the morning of the 29tha 
deliberate attempt was made to blow 
up the Witness newspaper office at Mon- 
treal, Can., a dynamite cartridge being 
hurled through a rear window into the 
press room. Several windows were 
shattered and a portion of the floor 
torn up. 

On the 28th a 35-000-barrel oil tank 
at Lima, O., was struck by lightning. 
Several hundred men and teams were 
put to work to build an embankment 
about the burning tank to catch the 
overflow and prevent the flames from 
spreading to the city or to the forty 
other tanks in the immediate neigh- 
borhood. . 

Mr. Matruews, of the firm of Gore, 
Matthews & Co., millers of Lima, 
Peru, which recently went into bank- 
ruptcy, threw himself from the steamer 
Serena, between Cerro Agualand Cellar 
and was drowned. 

LATE reports from the storm in South 
Dakota and Minnesota, on the 27th, 
give the names of ten persons killed 
and more than 2 score severely injured 
by falling buildings and otherwise.

A TRAIN on the Florence & Cripple 
Creek railroad went through a bridge, 
near Canyon City, Col., on the 2d, anda 
laborer was killed. 

ON the 2d closing arguments were 
made in the Prendergast insanity trial 
in Chicago, Mr. Harlan, for the defense, 
making the opening speech. He closed 
with the declaration that Prendergast 
was no more insane than the assassin 
of President Carnot of France. Mr. 
Morrison spoke for the state and Mr. 
Darrow closed for the prisoner. 

On the 2d ten houses were destroyed 
and ‘twenty-five badly damaged in 
Buda-Pesth, by a fire which caused a 
loss of 500,600 florins. During the fire 
a wall fell, killing two policemen and 
injuring several firemen. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

THE crew of the United States ship 
Philadelphia was recently taken ashore 
at Honolulv for battalion drill. The 
next day the captain of the English 
man-of-war Champion asked for the 
same permission, which was refused 
him. 

On the Ist the house disposed of a 
question of much interest to postmas- 
ters, being the allowance of third class 
salary to fourth class  postmasters 
where such oflices have done a third 
class business. 

THREE lines of railroad have been 
forced to abandon their tracks at East 
Atchison, Mo., on account of encroach- 
ment by the river. 

TueE effects of the great railroad 
strike were beginning to be felt seri- 
ously with the opening of the month 
in Chicago and other cities dependant 
upon outside supplies of food stuffs, 
the prices of many commodities, by 
reason of the real or anticipated scarci- 
ty, having been raised to almost pro- 
hibitive figurees 

THE executive board of the Chicago 
Trades and Labor assembly were, on. 
the night of the Ist, given power to de- 
clare a strike in all the branches of 
trade in the city in support of the Pull- 
man boycott. 

THE noticeable feature in the spread- 
ing of the railroad strike in support of 
the Pullman boycott, was the organiza- 
tion, on the Ist, of a:strong A. R. U. 
division in Philadelphia. 

TuE public debt, interest and non- 
interest bearing, according to a treas- 
ury statement issued on the 2d, is $1,- 
016,897,816. 





CONDENSED TELEGRAM. 


A BAND of Whitecaps attempted to 
whipanumber of negroes near Even- 
ing Shade, Ark., on the 2d.

A FEARFUL wreck cecurred on the 
Cotton Belt road two miles south of New 
Lewisville, Ark., on th#j 2d, in which 
five persons were killed and nine in- 
jared. 

Tne comparative statement of the 
receipts and expenditures of the gov- 
® »ment for tho fiscal year ending June 
3), 1894, shows the receipts to have been 
$296, 060,536, and the expenditures $366,- 
593,350, which leaves a deficit of $69,- 
631,023. 

ALL the window glass housesin Pitts- 
burg, all the flint glass houses of the 
United States Glass Company, the sheet 
mills and most of the iron mills have 
shutdown. As a result nearly 30,000 
workingmen are idle. 

A HEAVY hail storm passed over the 
western portion of Calhoun County, 
Ark., on the 2d. The wind was very 
high there and did much damage. 

Ar Perry, Oklahoma, on the 1st the 
thermometer showed 110 degrees in the 
shade and 126 degrees in the sun. 
Several people were reported prostrated 
by the beat. The thermometer regis- 
tered as much as 100 degrees for the past 

en days. Grass and crops are burning 
up owing to hot winds. 

DuRriNG the fiscal year ending on the 
30th bounties were paid on sugar as fol- 
lows: Cane $11,216,304; beet, $758,733; 
sorghum, $16,926; maple, $116,121. Total, 
$12,108, 085. 

ALMost the entire business portion of 
Bayou Sara, La., was destroyed by fire 
on the Ist. 

At New Orleans on the ist the tem- 
perature reached 99 degrees, breakin; 
all records. The ambulance was kept 
running all day, and nine sunstrokes 
were reported. 

Tur statement was made at Washing- 
ton on the 29th that no issue of bonds 
will be made by the administration dur- 
ing the summer.

THE CRUCIAL POINT 





In the Great Railroad Boycott and Strike 
Believed. to be Very Near at Hand—All 
Parties Apparently Agreed Upon This, 
But Widely at Variance in Their Opin. 
ions as to the Means to The End. 


CuicaGo, July 2.—The crucial point 


within twenty-four hours from mid- 
night. This is the opinion confidently 
expressed at headquarters of the rail- 
road managers at a late hour. It is 
likewise the first expression emanating 
from the managers’ end since the com- 
mencement of hotilities, with which 
the representatives are in complete ac- 
cord. Both elements are sanguine that 
the beginning of the end will bein 
sight before sundown Tuesday. 

As to the means by which this desira- 
ble consummation is to be attained, 
however, there is a radical difference of 
opinion. The general managers pro- 
fess to believe that the extraordinary 
injunction issted to-day by Judges 
Wood and Grosscup will prove to be 
worthy of the terse yet ephigrammat- 
ical designation given it by the first 
named members of the federal judi- 
ciary of ‘a gatling gun on _ paper;” 
a veritable dragnet of verbage; one 
of those peculiar instruments that 
punishes an individual for doing a cer- 
tain thing and is equally merciless if 
he doesn’t do it—it is difficult to under- 
stand how the strikers can maintain 
their present policy and at the same 
time evade its operation or escape. its 
influence. Even personal service is not 
an absolute necessity to its legal en- 
forcement. According to the law as 
expounded by United States District 
Attorney Milchrist to-night, the pub- 
lication of the degree in a widely-cir- 
culated paper, its posting in a public 
place where it is certain to be read 
and its contents disseminated; or the 
formal reading to a demonstrative 
crowd by a deputy marshal, may be re- 
lied upon as gonstituting sufficient 
service to place those guilty of a breach 
of its provisions under the ban of the 
law. Under this construction thou- 
sands of strikers might be arrested 
day after day and summarily dealt 
with.for contempt of court. If it is 
carried out there will be no need, so it 
is believed, for the employment either 
of state militia or federal troops. <A 
goodly forge of deputy marshals armed 
with power to make arbitrary arrests, 
and with the knowledge on the part 
of the strikers:‘that, once within the 
clutches of the law, a peremptory sen- 
tence to prison for contempt, instead of 
a preliminary hearing, bail, and a final 
trial months hence, when the echoes of 
the strike may have died away—will be 
their portion, should the managers 
create such a combine of circumstance 
as to cause the strikers to pause and 
reason before acting. 

But the strikers themselves reason 
differently. At their headquarters 
this evening the interference of the 
federal court was denounced in vigor- 
ous language by one and all of the 
hundreds if not thousands of railroad 
inen that passed in and out, and the 
most intelligent of the number 
voiced the general sentiment in the 
declaration that the far-reaching 
and dragnet character of the injunc- 
tion would tend toward defeating the 
very ends to which it was directed. 
Instead of inducing men to return to 
work, so it was contended, it would re- 
sult in driving out the thousands of 
members of railroad organizations af- 
filiated with the union or apparently in 
sympathy with its present operators, 
simply because these men would not 
tolerate the cracking over the shoul- 
ders of their fellows the lash which, 
some day or other, under similar cir- 
cumstances, might he used as a lash 
for their own shoulders. 

The opinion was confidently ex- 
pressed in the camp to-night that the 
engineers and firemen of every road 
that attempted toresume operations by 


virtue of the injunction would 
immediately leave their posts, 
and that consequently the last 


state of such roads would be worse 
than the first. Not only this, but it 
was asserted that it needed simply the 
formal request of the officers of the 
union to bring out every man, woman 
and child in Chicago identified with 
organized labor in accordance with the 
formal resolution adopted yesterday. 

The federal and county officers con- 
tinue to swear in deputies, and an 
army of over 2,000 of the toughest look- 
ing citizens that Cook county can pro- 
duce, armed to the teeth and wearing 
the insignia of state or national dig- 
nity, is subject to orders to-night, and 
will, doubtless, be brought into service 
to-morrow. Lights were burning in 
the windows of the government and 
county buildings alike at midnight, 
and the authorities were preparing for 
any emergency.

Will Work Havoc With the Attendance at 
the Christian Endeavor Convention.

Messages from passenger 
agents of all the local lines who are 
now out looking up this busfhess indi- 
cute that the people are pretty well 
seared and many will stay at home 
rather than run the risk of being laid 
out along the road.

similar conditions. Compared with it, 
according to the views expressed by 
corporation attorneys of long exper- 
ience, the now celebrated injun ction of 

Judges Jenkins and Dundy were but 

mere verbiage. 

All last night United States District- 
Attorney Milchrist, in accordance with 
instructions from Washington, was 
busily engaged in preparing a bill cov- 
ering the entire situation, and when 
completed it filled no less that forty 
pages of typewritten legal cap. Im- 
mediately upon their arrival in this 
city Judges Wood ond Grossecup re- 
paired to the government building, and 
the bill was submitted for their con- 
sideration. 

In the meantime Edwin Walker, who 
on Sunday had been commissioned by 
Attorney-General Olney as_ special 
counsel for the government, had also 
reached town, and was on hand to take 
part in the conference. When the bill 
had been roughly reviewed he raised 
the objection that it was drawn en- 
tirely upon the grounds of violation of 
the interstate commerce act; whereas, 
according to his own views of the situ- 
ation, interference with trains carry- 
ing the United States mails should 
form a salient feature of the complaint. 

The judges were inclined to take the 
same view, and so the bill was returned 
to the lawyers for amendment. 

In the running decision, Judge Gross- 
cup expressed himself as somewhat op- 
posed to federal interference until the 
state resources for protecting life and 
property and maintaining order had 
been exhausted, and Judge Wood, 
while believing that the time had ar- 
rived when the federal power should 
show its hand, was determined that 
the injunction should be carefully 
drawn. 

When the attorneys again returned 
the amended result of their Jabors it 
proved accep table, and the restraining 
order was promptly issued. In part 
it reads as follows: 

kK. V. Debs, George W. Howard, L.W. Rogers 
and the American Railway Union; Sylvester 
K. Eller, Lloyd Hotchkins, A. Piaobok, H. El- 


fine, James Hannin, John Mastebrook, Wil- 
liam Smith.

John Doyle, and all other persons combining 
and conspiring with them, and all 
other persons Wwhomsoever, are en- 
joined absolutely to refrain from interfering 
with or stopping any of the business of 
railroads entering Chicago engaged as common 
carriers of passengers and freights from dif- 
ferent states, and interfering with mall trains, 
whether freight or passenger, engaged in inter- 
state commerce and from destroying property; 
from entering their grounds for the purpose of 
stopping their trains or interfering with prop- 
erty. * * * * Compelling or inducing by 
persuasion or violence of any of the employes 
of said roads, to refuse or fail to perform any of 
their duties as employes of such road in con- 
nection with interstate commerce of such rail- 
roads or the carrying of mails, passengers or 
freight: or attempting to induce by threats or 
intimidation any of the employes of such roads 
engaged in interstate business or operation of 
mail trains to leave the service of such roads 
or preventing any persons from entering the 
service of such roads. 

The order goes on at some length in 
such wording as to prove a veritable 
dragnet, completely covering any dem§ 
onstration of violence or interference 
whatever with trains, on the grounds 
that such interference would be a hin- 
drance of United States mails and a 
violation of privileges granted rail- 
roads under the interstate commerce 
laws. Every road entering the city 
and affected by the strike—a total of 
twenty-three—are specifically named, 
and the employes thereof are specific- 
ally enjoined. 

It enjoins all strikers, their friends, 
sympathizers and those whom they 
may incite from interfering in any way 
in the United States court district of 
northern Illinois, with the United 
States mails, and with any interstate 
traffic, either passenger or freight. 
Those arrested for violation of the or- 
der will be brought before the court 
and required to show cause why they 
should not be punished for contempt 
of court. 

THE RAILWAY MANAGERS’ ASSOCIATION 
FTLL OF FIGHT. 

From now on the railroad officials 
will adopt coercive measures, for the 
strike situation to-night is worse than 
at any previous time. By coercive 
measures the managers of the railways 
mean that they will simply decline to 
doanything. That they will not ac- 
cept freight of any description and 
that with the withdrawal of passenger 
trains, they -will simply force the 
United States government to interfere 
and afford them protection, as soon as 
they can get train hands to take 
the places of the strikers. This line 
of policy, mapped out in the general 
managers’ meeting to-day, is. being 
steadily followed with the idea of fore- 
ing a wail from the travelling public, 
and thereby causing government in- 
terference to gain protection. The 
Chicago & Northwestern abondoned its 
suburban service this evening, and in 
line with the before-mentioned policy, 
the Milwaukee & St. Paul. which was 
recently tied up by the strikers. to- 
day discharged all of its office force,

THE EVIDENCE CLOSED. 





Tne Tally impeachment Case to be 
Argued by Counsel Today. 


The Skelton Boys Examined Yea- 
terday, 





Yesterday was another day of interest 
in the impeachment trial of Hon, John 
B. Tally. The attendance at the court 
room throughout the day was large and 
gave profound attention to the proceed 
ings. The three Skelton brothers, James, 
Robert and William A., were examined 
in the order named. Each gave a minute, 
frank and apparently truthful history of 
all the facts and circumstances that 
brought about the death of Robert C. 
Ross. Each one of the Skelton boys bore 
himself well as a witness before the 
court. They gave prompt and direct 
answers to all questions asked them, and 
did not seem the least disposed to evade 
or suppress any part that they bore in 
in the unfortunate tragedy. 

Mr. Robert 8. Skelton stated with sup» 
pressed feelings how he, as the oldest of 
the brothers, had devised ways and plans 
to prevent publicity about his sister, 
Annie Skelton. He said his aim and 
purpose was to get Annie Skelton home, 
and get Ross to leave town, and that his 
brothers concurred with him in the 
course. That they believed that Ross 
hed gone to Stevenson to join Annie 
Skelton and that they went after him to 
prevent this, and that the trouble came 
up. 

Each one of the Skeltons said that 
Judge Tally had not counselled violence 
toward Mr, Ross at any time, that he had 
not advised with them, that he had no 
knowledge about their trip to Stevenson 
until after they left Scottsboro. 

The other witnesses for the defendant 
were W. J. Tally, Mr. Proctor and Mr. 
Huddleston, 

The court allowed three hours to each 
side for the argument. Court will cons 
vene at 9:30 o’clock this morning, when 
the State will open the argument. We 
are informed that the Judges of the Sus 
preme Court will return to Montgomery 
before rendering their decision,

MASSING THE TROOPS. 


General Miles Got in a Good 
Night’s Work. 


MAYOR HOPKINS GETS UNEASY. 


Mobs Gathering in All Parts of Chicago. 
Strikers Felt the Sting of Police Bullets. 
A Mob of Several Hundred Fired Upon. 
Strike News from Other Sections of the 
Country Round About, 


Cuicaao, July 6.—Unier cover of 
darkness General Miles began massing 
the United States soldiers in Chicago 
and its vicinity on the lake front. When 
the city awoke it found there two com- 
panies of infantry which had been on 
guard at Grand Crossing, one company 
of cavalry, one battery of artillery, 
which had been fighting to uphold the 
law in the stock yards, four companies 


of infantry, which came from Fort 
Leavenworth on a special train at the 
rate of 50 miles an hour, arriving at 4 
@. m. and three companies of infantry 
from Fort Brady, Mich., which camein 
on a special train a little later. 

This is believed by the men convers- 
ant with the situation to indicate that 
Chicago, within 24 hours, may be under 
another government—that of the army 
of the United States. Early inthe morn- 
ing the commanding officers were pour- 
ing over a large map of Chicago and dis- 
cussing among themselves matters of 
grave moment. 

One of them who desired that his 
name be not given, said: ‘If the threat 
of Debs to call out the allied trades of 
laboring men of Chicago is carried into 
effect, it is feared there will be rioting 
and destruction of property in the city. 
We are here to prevent it if possible, 
but to stop it in any event.” 

It was announced during the morn- 
ing that at 11 a. m. 43 soldiers from the 
regular army would escort a Lakeshore 
mail train bound for New York and the 
east out of the Van Buren street depot. 
It was understood they would have 

itive orders to see that the train was 
permitted to leave the city promptly and 
peaceably. 

To do this the train would traverse 
the most turbulent district in the city 
and pass over some 15 tracks that had 
been tampered with and blockaded ever 
since the strike began. 

During the morning three mail trains 
on the Fort Wayne road were sent 
through the district Between Forty-fifth 
and Fifty-fifth street where the blockade 
had existed. During the night the 
freight cars that had been dumped on 
the tracks were removed and the trains 
were sent out without trouble. Part of 
the mob charged a gang of workmen 
engaged in icing meat cars at For- 
t ett street, under the supervision of 
pS ehh Oarey. He showed the men 
® permit from Debs allowing such work 
to be done, and the rioters left.

Uncle Sam’s Soldiers on the 
Scene in Illinois. 





THE STRIKERS ARE SILENOED. 


Grim Warriors on Guard Put a Quietus on 
Affairs About Railroad Centers—Chicago 
Is Headquarters for the Troops—Detach- 
ments Sent in Several Directions—The 
Managers Issued a Circular. 


OuicaGo, July 4.—Colonel Crofton 
and his 650 United States troops from 
Fort Sheridan, arrived at the North- 
western depot just before midnight on 
their way to the various riotous point: 
in and around Chicago. Word was re- 
ceived at the fort for an order to move 
at 4 o’clock, but #, start was not made 
until 7, and it took over two hours to 
cover 25 miles.

The Moving of the Frocession--The Mourn- 
ing of Multitudes—The Floral Tri- 
butes—The Funeral! Obsequles, 
the Last of a Great Man. 


Panis, July 3.—Amidst the intense 
heatof the sun pouring from a cloud- 
less sky all Paris and thousands and 
thousands of people from the provinces 
and the various cities of the continent 
witnessed yesterday one of the most 
imposing spectacles the pageant-lov- 
ing republie of France has ever seen. 
The streets were thronged from the 
dawn of day with species of citizens 
from the gutter snipe to the resplend- 
antly attired official, all eager to ex- 
tract enjoyment from a typical French 
holiday. Svmpathy was shown ina 
hundred different ways from the bit of 
crape on the arm or in the button hole 
to the draping of the houses and send- 
ing of expensive wreaths to the palace 
of the Elysee. Ailday Saturday Paris 
was enfete. Visitors were arriving 
and crowds thronged the boulevards 
until a late hour in the night purchas- 
ing mourning decorations and inspec- 
ting the wreaths, which the florists 
had placed upon the sidewalis, tagged 
with cards bearing the names of the 
donors, waiting transportation to the 
i palace. 

Freighted With Emblems of Mourning. 

At an early hour in the morning del- 
egations began inarching to the Elysee 
| palace bearing wreaths and other em- 
| blems of mourning. 
| The streets leading to the palace 
| were cordoned with police at T o'clock 
in the morning, and those who held 
tickets of invitation entered through 
the doorof honor opening into the 
‘court-yard, the walls of which were 
completely covered with black hang- 
ings bordered with white, together 
with tricolors and medallions bearing 
the letters ‘‘R. F.” Overthe immense 
catafalcue which stood in the centre of 
the court yard was spread a black band 
with two large white letters ‘‘C’ and a 
black canopy trimmed with silver and 
with a silvered summit covered the 
coflin. The catafalque was surrounded 
with burial palms and flowers, and 
the countless wreaths which had been 
contributed by friends and members 
‘of the family. A number of candela- 
bra were placed around the head of 
the cofiin, on the right of which were 
the wreaths sent by President Casimir- 
| Perier, the czar of Russia, the king of 
‘Portugal, and a number of other 
leaders,

At 10:15 the band of the republican 
Poet ds outside played Glazier’s Carnot 
funeral march, especially written for 
the occasion, while inthe courtyard 
the curate of the Madeline church said 
the customary prayers, sprinkling the 
coffin with holy water. As the bearers 
lifted the cofiin to their shoulders, the 
first gun boomed on the Esplanade des 
Ivalides and continued at intervals of 
two minutes until 10! salvos were fired, 

At the Nortre Dame. 

The procession arrived at the Cathe- 
dralof Notredame at 12:30, only the 
tolling of the sonorous bell was heard 
as the column disappeared slowly with- 
in the massive doors. The nave and 
spies of the Cathedral had been draped 
heavily with black fringed with silver. 
While tbe strains of the funeral march 
were filling every corner of the great 
; hall mourners walked slowly by the 
crape-covered pulpit. ‘There Casimir- 
Perier, as chief of state, had an isola- 
ted seat. On the left was the clergy 
Pand behind sat the delegates in the 
professional order. As they advanced 
tothe catafalque they recited prayers. 
| Opposite resident Casimir-Perier’s 
; Seat they all bowed and he responded 
with a deep inclination of the head, 
The priests, high and low, gathered 
round the catalafauque. The litur- 
gical prayers followed, the president 
standing with his head reverently 
bowed.

Dean de L’Escalle celebrated low 
mass at the high altar.

On all animals including horses, 
mules, cattle, hogs and sheep, heavy 
reductions in the tariff duties have 
been made. McKinley rates on horses 
ranged from 30 to 93 per cent.; Wilson 
rates are 20 per cent. McKinley 
rates on cattle ranged from 12 to 63 
per cent.; Wilson rates are 20 per cent. 
Duties on sheep have been reduced 
slightly to 20 per cent., although wool 
is admitted free of duty by the Wilson 
bill. 

Tn breadstuffs the Wilson recuction 
is equally proncunced. In the case of 
barley, the change is from 65 to 30 per 
cent., although barley malt, in the in- 
terest of the maltsters, is increased 
from 36 to 40, and manufactured bar- 
ley, pearled or hulled, is also increased 
from 16 to 30. Buckwheat is reduced 
from 37 to 20 per cent.; corn from 22 to 
20; corn meal from 25 to 20; ma®aroni 
from 39 to 20; oats from 36 to 20; oat- 
meal from 18 to 15. While the moder- 
ate protection of the McKinley law on 
these northern products is reduced, in 
the case of the enormous duties on 
South Carolina and Louisiana, amount- 
ing to 112 per cent. on the cleaned 
article, the reduction is moderate and 
Jeaves the duty at 84 per cent. Un- 
cleaned rice is reduced from 64 to 49 
per cent, but manufactured rice is 
left unchanged. Rye also is left un- 
changed, doubtless through the 
whisky interest’s influence, while rye 
flour receives one of the few increases 
-—from5 to 20 percent. Wheatis prac- 
tically unchanged, but wheat flour is 
reduced from 25 to 20 per cent. 

All dairy products are cut—butter 
from 22 to 20 per cent.; cheese from 43 
to 25; condensed milk from 34 to 23. 

Likewise vegetables are reduced— 
beans from 65 to 41 pér cent.; prepared 
pease, beans and mushrooms from 40 
to 30; hay from 43 to 20; honey from 45 
to 20; hops from 36 to 20; onions from 
51 to 20; pease, both dried and split, are 
slightly increased; but potatoes are re- 
duced from 52 to 50; linseed and flax- 
seed from 23 to 16; all vegetables not 
especially provided for from 45 to 30. 

Wool of all grades, in another sched- 
ule, is placed upon the free list. In 
still another schedule the duty on flax 
is cut in two. 

The duty on grapes isleft practically 
unchanged, but plums are reduced 
from 44 to 80 per cent.; raisins from 52 
to 80; apples from 34 to 20; dried ap- 
ples from 42 to 20; live poultry from 82 
to 20; dressed poultry from 54 to 20; 
dandelion root from 40 to 30; vinegar 
from 27 to 20. 

Taking the entire agricultural] sched- 
ule the reduction of duties averages 
from 52.32 per cent. to 22.85 per cent. 

These reductions are not in the in- 
terest of American farmers but rather 
of their rivals and competitors prin- 
cipally in Canada and also in Austra- 
lia and other distant parts of the 
world. It is not claimed that the 
American farmers are not competent 
to produce all these articles which 
have been enumerated in sufficient 
supply to meet the American demand; 
that they do not sell their products in 
open competition with each other; 
that they are organized in trusts or 
combines to impose upon consumers. 
Indeed, the leading difficulty which 
the farmers have experienced iu their 
treatment at the hands of the tariff 
smashers is that they are not organ- 
ized into trusts or combines. Lacking 
organization and unable to offer in- 
ducements of the kind held out by the 
sugar, whisky, lead and _ tobacco 
trusts, they receive no favor at the 
hands of the tariff smashers, but are 
ruthlessly exposed to increased compe- 
tition with their foreign competitors 
who ‘have the advantage of cheaper 
farm labor. The reductions of duties 
in the agricultural schedule are of 
serious import not only to farmers but 
to farm laborers. They mean in- 
creased importations of the products 
of foreign farms and lower prices.for 
American farm products, lower wages 
for American farm laborers and low- 
ered profits for American farmers.— 
Albany Journal. 


DEMOCRATIC DEFICIENCY. 


Revenues Falling Off Enormously This 
Year. 

When the figures are footed up on 
June 30and the fiscal year of 1893-4 
has ended its record will be a most un- 
usual and painful one. The receipts 
of the government will be found to be 
nearly or guite $75,000,000 below its 
actual and necessary expenditures, the 
importations nearly or quite $200,000,- 
000 less than in the preceding year, 
and the exportations more than $100,- 
C00,000 below high water mark. In the 
matter of government receipts there 
has been something of a falling off in 
internal revenue, but the loss is large- 
ly in the matter of custom reccipts. 
The importations of merchandise, 
which in the preceding year were $866,- 
060,000, will this year be about $666,- 
000,000. 

This will bring the importations 
iown toa lower figure than in any 
fiscal year since 1886. Indeed there 
have been but two fiscal years since 
1881in which the importations have 
beenas light as this year which is 
about toend. A part of this falling 
off is due to the general depression in 
business, the unwillingness of people 
to expend a dollar for anything they 
do not absolutely need, and it thus 
comes more apparent that this coun- 
try is capable of producing nearly ev- 
erything that its people do need if they 
only chose to patronize home indus- 
tries. Itisaremarkable fact that the 
mportation of articles which came in 
treo of duty has only fallen off 15 per 








cent. were raw materials for use in 
manufacturing, and only 3 per cent. 
articles of mannfacture ready for use. 
A large proportion of the articles im- 
ported free of duty was food and live 
animals, thisclass aggregating 64 per 
cent. of the foreign productions im- 
ported under the free list. 

More money has gone abroad for 
sugar than for any othersingle article. 
The amount of money which the? peo- 
ple of the United States send abroad 
for sugar is something enormous, and 
in the present year will foot up to over 
$125,000,000, exceeding by about $10,- 
000,000 the amount expended for this 
article last year. This shows that the 
cutting down in the amount of money 
sent abroad for foreign productions 
has been mostly in the line of luxuries 
and articles not absolutely needed; for 
the value of the importations has, as 
above indicated, been largely reduced, 
while that for sugar alone has been 
materially increased. 

Speaking of the matter of importa- 
tions and the reduction in that line it 
is interesting to observe that there has 
been as strongly marked a falling off 
in the importations of people asin ar- 
ticles of merchandise. The immigra- 
tion into this country during the year 
just about toend has been unusually 
light, being nearly 100,000 less than 
last year. A statement was recently 
made by an officer at the port. of New 
York which indicated that the number 
of people coming into this country 
from abroad to seek homes was actual- 
ly less than the number who are leav- 
ing to make homes in other parts of 
the world. The arrival of immigrants 
for the year will be a little more than 
800,000. This will be a smaller num- 
ber than in any year since 1879. The 
immigrants since 1879 number about 
7,000,000, reaching in one year almost 
800,000; so that the present year with 
only 800,000 people from abroad pre- 
sents an unusual incident in the his- 
tory of immigration into the United 
States. Thisis probably largely due 
to the general depression in business, 
which was quiekly felt by those hav- 
ing to do with the bringing in of immi- 
grants.—Toledo Blade.
